Shingleton testified he had 
known L enigar for six or seven 
Unless Temperatures Are Warmer 
Columbia Gas Chief Foresees 
Another Crisis Next Winter 


COLUMBUS (U PI) - The 
c h a irm a n of the b o ard of 
Columbia G as System , Inc., has 
defended his utility’s p rep ara­ 
tions for the dreadful w inter of 
1976-77, claim ed there is little 
the sta te of Ohio can do to 
im p ro v e th e situ a tio n and 
predicted the sam e “crisis” for 
next w inter unless it is w arm er. 
B J.C lark e, the board chair­ 
m an, m et Monday with Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes, state energy 
experts and m ajor labor union 
officials for l 1 2 hours and then 
answ ered new sm en’s questions 
about its planning for natural 
gas supplies. 
“T here are those who say 
that if we have the sam e kind of 
w inter next year, we will have 
the sam e difficulty,” said one 
reporter. 


“I do not quibble with th at,” 
responded Clarke. 
He said his utility was within 
one-half per cent of its norm al 
w inter storage capacity last 
O ctober, 
an d sold 
only a 
“ m iniscule am ount” of gas. 
none of which could have been 
used in Ohio 
C larke said Columbia was 
prepared for w inter tem p era­ 
tures of 10 per cent below 
norm al. 
“T here is no way we can plan 
for som ething which occurs 
only once every 200 y ears,” 
said the utility executive. 
N evertheless, C larke faced 
an avalanche of questions at the 
m eetin g in th e g o v e rn o r’s 
c ab in et 
room 
a b o u t 
w hat 
happened to the sta te ’s natural 
gas supply and what can be 


done to prevent a recurrence 
next winter. 
C larke said C olum bia’s Ohio 
custom ers 
w ere 
treated 
as 
fairly as anyone else during the 
past w inter’s fuel shortage, and 
little can be done at the state 
level to im prove the outlook for 
next winter. 
“ I can ’t sit here and say to 
you that I know of m uch m ore 
that we can do as far as m ajor 
supplies go,” said the head of 
the W ilm ington, D el.-based 
utility which furnishes natural 
gas to Ohio and six other states.

P resident C a rte r’s $50 per 
person rebate and a revision of 
the standard deduction which 
would lead to sim pler tax form s 
and a sm all tax cut for 46 
million people were part of a 
bill approved M onday by the 
Senate Finance Com m ittee. 
The bill probably will be 
d e b ate d next w eek 
in the 
Senate, w here the suprisingly 
unpopular rebate is expected to 
face its 
strongest challenge 


D em ocrats who feel it will not 
stim ulate the 
economy 
and 
could be inflationary. 
The bill also contains busi­ 
ness tax incentives which m ay 
be 
challenged, 
and 
several 
other m inor changes including 
a one-year delay in the repeal of 
the sick pay exclusion. 
But while the rebate and the 
business tax incentives face 
c h a lle n g e s, 
the 
s ta n d a rd 
deduction changes have slipped 
through the House and the

w ith 
alm ost universal support. 
If passed as expected, those 
who use the standard deduction 
—now 69 per cent of A m eri­ 
cans, but expected to rise to 76 
per cent — could figure taxes

Some 46 million couples and 
individuals who use the stand 
ard deduction would get an 
average $110 tax cut when the 
standard deduction was set at a 
flat $3,200 for couples and $2,200 
for single persons instead of the 
current percentage calculation.

EST None of the 
hostages was hurt 
The incident began 12 hours 
earlier when M cLagan, carry 
inga sawed-off shotgun, locked 
nine women and 
five male 
employes 
in

second-floor 
room of the bank He fired two 
shots inside the building and 
later siezed a police sergeant 
Police, who cordoned off a 
four block area in the heart of 
T o ro n to 's fin an c ia l d is tric t, 
said 
the

m ilita ry 
transport plane to take him to 
U ganda so he could m eet Amin 
Throughout the tense dram a, 
the gunm an told reporters by

my pal” Amin.

Amin to welcome him w ith open 
arm s so he could assassinate 
him .” M cLagan gave no reason 
for wanting to kill Amin, and 
apparently had never been a 
m ercenary, Doering said 
In the early hours of the in 
cident, M cLagan released 11 
hostages, but he seized SSgt 
Bill Donaldson, who had escort­ 
ed Doering into the bank 
With Donaldson, 
M cLagan 
held bank employes Luc Loisel- 
le, P ierre Chaisson and Michel 
Plouffe He did not threaten the 
hostages, but w arned police he 
would not “serve any tim e.” 
After hours of negotiations 
police brought in M cl^agan’s 
brother Rick, from Hamilton, 
Ont., and his sister, Helen, from 
M ississauga, Ont., to try to 
persuade him to surrender 
Four hours after they entered 
the bank, Police Chief Harold 
Adamson announced to news 
men M cLagan was in custody. 
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years prior to the interview 
through police work and that he 
had

police towed the vehicle. 
Shingleton testified Lenigar

Riffe said the money would 
allow the Ohio Development 
Financing Com mission to dis­ 
pense the loans for com panies 
to purchase land, buildings, 
m achinery and equipment. 
“The Ohio Developm ent F i­ 
nancing Com mission already 
exists in law ,” said Riffe.” It 
could be the m echanism to

program .” 
Riffe said the plan is modeled 
after a sim ilar program used in 
Pennsylvania for 20 years.

The 
Suprem e Court has given a 
boost to prison reform 
In a ruling Monday, it eased 
the procedures for changes in 
correctional institutions. 
Attorney Jack G reenberg of 
the NAACP L egal D efense 
Fund called the court’s action 
“an enorm ous advance,” since 
it paves the way for action in a 
num ber of cases dealing with 
“barbaric conditions in state 
prison system s and juvenile 
correctional institutions.” 
The LD F had won an order 
from US. D istrict Court Judge 
Charles Scott of Jacksonville, 
Fla., that the sta te ’s prison 
population m ust be reduced or 
the capacity of the prisons 
increased. 
Scott in a personal visit saw 
one 7-by-7-foot cell with one 
m an 
in a 
bunk 
and 
three 
sleeping on the floor. “Society 
can't win when inm ates are 
caged like anim als in a zoo." he 
said later. 
Scott’s order w as overturned 
by the 5th US. C ircuit Court of 
Appeals, which said a three- 
judge panel should have acted 
instead of a single judge But 
Monday the Suprem e Court 
said rem edies didn’t require a 
three-judge panel if the original 
com plaint did not. 
Both the Florida case and a 
sim ilar T exas case dealing with 
reform schools now go back to 
the Circuit Court for routine 
p ro c ee d in g s. M ean tim e any 
other cases in this posture can 
proceed m ore smoothly. 
Congress has now repealed 
most of the three-judge statute, 
which will not apply to future 
law suits of this kind. 


T he S u p re m e C ourt also 
assured Social Security pay­ 
m ents of about $500 million in 
the next y ear to husbands and 
widowers claim ing retirem ent 
benefits on the basis of their 
w ives’ earnings As expected, 
the court applied to husbands 
the reasoning in its M arch 2 
opinion in favor of widowers.

The Ohio House of Representatives earlier this 
month adopted a 
measure 
reforming 
the 
mechanic’s lien law as it applies to home con­ 
struction 
The measure is similar to legislation approved 
by the last session of the General Assembly. That 
bill was vetoed by Gov. James Rhodes. 
We believe the measure has merit and de­ 
serves a favorable vote by the Senate and should 
be signed by Gov. Rhodes. 
Under present law, homeowners can be forced 
to pay more than once for home construction 
work, if the homeowner’s contractor failed to 
pay any laborers, suppliers, or subcontractors. 
Even when the contractor is responsible for such 
costs and is paid in full by the homeowner; un­ 
paid laborers, suppliers, and subcontractors can 
file a lien against the homeowner’s property. In 
such a situation the homeowner either pays the 


unpaid persons or risks the loss of his home 
through court action. 
Incredible as it may seem, Ohioans have lost 
their homes, through no fault of their own, when 
unscrupulous contractors have failed to pay 
laborers, suppliers, and subcontractors. 
House Bill 2 would remedy this unfair situa­ 
tion If enacted, House Bill 2 would abolish 
mechanic’s liens for work and materials fur­ 
nished for home construction when the home­ 
owner has paid the contractor in full If the 
homeowner has not paid the contractor in full, 
then the homeowner would be subject to liens on 
only the unpaid balance. Thus, homeowners 
would be financially responsible for work on 
their homes, but their financial responsibility 
would be limited to the contract price. They 
could not be forced to pay more than once for the 
work. The bill deserves support. 
More Than Winter Cold 


It’s lucky that winter comes but once a year, 
8nd luckier yet that winters like the current one 
blow in maybe once or twice a century. 
According to the U.S. Commerce Department, 
January’s severe cold was chiefly responsible 
for a record monthly trade deficit and the 
biggest drop in the nation’s economic indicators 
¡nee the 1974-75 recession. 
Due to weather-caused plant shutdowns and 
transportation tie-ups, exports declined 7.8 per 
cent during the month to give the United States a 
deficit of nearly $1.7 billion in its foreign trade 
balance. A 1.2 per cent decline in the composite 
index of leading economic indicators (jobs, 
building permits, orders for new goods, etc.) was 
the first decline in four months and, temporarily 
at least, put the nation’s economic recovery on 


hold. 
About the only thing that went up was oil 
imports, which increased five per cent in 
January. 
That’s only part of Old Man Winter’s bill 
Winter damage to roads and bridges is expected 
to add up to a cool $2.8 billion in 21 eastern and 
midwestern states, says The Road Information 
Program (T R IP), a highway industry research 
and information agency. 
This is in addition to the cost of filling an 
estimated 55 million potholes and resurfacing 
pavement with minor damage, and doesn’t in­ 
clude another $270 million for snow removal. 
It could be worse Think what it would be like if 
the United States wasn’t in the “ Temperate 
Zone.’’

WASHINGTON - The great 
debate over the confirmation of 
Paul Warnke was like a long 
and drawn-out dream. It began 
on a Friday and ended the 
following Wednesday; it occu­ 
pied most of the big guns of the 
Senate. The debate ran on for 
hours; it took up 161 pages of 
the Record; it was at once 
vigorous, leisurely, absorbing 
and tedious. 
It was splendid sound and 
fury; and except for one 
tangential message, it signified 
nothing. The message was to 
President Carter: The Senate 
does not propose to be walked 
upon. It is a message Mr. 
Carter will heed to his profit. 
Ostensibly, at least, this was 
not what the great debate was 
all about. 
The purpose was to confirm 
Mr. Warnne as our country’s 
chief disarmament negotiator. 
In the end, that purpose was 
achieved 
Underlying 
the 
debate was the necessary 
premise that such negotiations 
matter, that an arms limitation 
agreement has meaning, that a 
distant treaty with the Soviet 
Union is serious business. 


| 
A LL T H E S E assumption.1 
•were put forward as in a 
dream—for Senators know, or 
Senators ought to know, that 
the assumptions are so much 
sand. They dissolve at the 
touch The Soviet Union, on the 
record, is a 
nation utterly 
without honor in the keeping of 
agreements. 
It 
is therefore 
immaterial what figures Mr 
Warnke and the administration 
may write into an agreement on 
strategic arms; one set 
of 
figures is as good, or as bad, as 
another set of figures. The 


figures will 
have no 
more 
meaning than the Krem lin 
wishes to place upon them, and 
this is no meaning at all. 
The Soviets’ 
blatant 
con­ 
tempt for the Helsinki accords 
should teach us something in 
this regard. The ink had no 
sooner dried on those illusory 
documents than the Soviets 
were engaged in repudiating 
the pledges they had just en­ 
tered into.

Edward N Luttwak makes this 
point repeatedly in a brilliant 
article in thé current Issue of 
Commentary.

Policy Research at Johns 
Hopkins His article is a sober, 
even-handed review of where 
we stand now in terms of rela­ 
tive m ilitary strength. 
In 
common 
with 
most 
other 
scholars, he finds the picture 
bleak 
“ A massive and 
broadly- 
based strategic buildup has 
been under way in the Soviet 
Union since the mid-1960’s, and 
it still continues with some 
urgency and a 
surprising 
abundance of means across the 
full spectrum of strategic 
weaponry.” 
IT IS NOT only in strategic 
weaponry that the Soviet Union 
is gaining the ascendancy. Mr 
Luttwak writes: “ It is the non­ 
nuclear balance of military 
power which presents the more 
pressing problem for American 
policy 
No matter how naval 


strength is measured, in total 
tonnage or in number of ships, 
the trend toward Soviet naval 
expansion is immensely dis­ 
turbing. In relative land forces, 
of course the Sobiet superiority 
cannot be challenged. 
In a symposium sponsored by 
the American Conservative 
Union, 
ten 
respected 
authorities on military power 
contribute their urgent war­ 
nings. 
Admiral Thomas 
H. 
Moorer finds the strategic 
balance “ definitely shifting in 
favor of the Soviet Union.” 
Lieutenant General Daniel 
Graham confirms a Library of 
Congress report that our power 
relative to the Soviet Union 
“ has declined drastically over 
the past ten years.” Dr. Stefan 
Possony 
provides 
a 
grim 
enumeration of recent mistakes 
in foreign policy that. In his 
view, have weakened our mili­ 
tary strength, undermined the 
national will, and made war 
“ ever more probable.” 


At the outset of the Warnke 
debate, Senator George Mc­ 
Govern dismissed such war­ 
nings as manifestations of 
“ near hysteria.” In his own 
touching, trusting, naive way, 
the Senator from South Dakota 
would put his own reliance in 
new arms limitations agree 
ments. The tangible evidence of 
Soviet military buildup leaves 
him unimpressed. 
Well, the evidence impresses 
me. It is all very well for Sena­ 
tors to talk and talk and talk, 
but the talk will alter nothing 
While we fiddle-faddle with 
quorum calls, the Soviets are 
launching submarines. We 
ought to shake off the dream 
and 
face 
the 
reality: 
The 
Soviets will not negotiate their 
advantages away.

“ the 
nearest one now is 12 miles 
away, and we are despterate.” 
In essence, Doyle concedes, a 
physician would write his own 
ticket in Lyons Falls. Take 
salary as an example: Doyle 
savs the original idea was to 
offer $35,000 to prospects, but 
admits 
that 
sum 
is 
now' 
unreasonably naive. “ W e’ll 
negotiate anything,” he says, 
knowing the negotiations would 
probably end above $40,000.

employee, with all benefits, and 
the taxpayers would assume 
the obligation of renting his 
office,

clerk- 
receptionist, acquiring his 
equipment and supplies, and 
chasing after his tardy bill 
payers 
In addition, since the town is 
nothing if not flexible in the 


matter, Doyle says the doctor 
would retain 
the option of 
striking out on his own, “ If at 
any time he felt he could earn 
more money by controlling his 
own practice, he could take it 
all over with a nod.” In short, 
says Doyle, the doc could have 
his cake and eat it too. 
And still no one is interested. 
AMA spokesman Joe Brew 
explains that rural practice has 
a reputation for being arduous 
and lonely. “ Doctors want days 
off,” Brew says. ‘They also 
want 
the 
stimulation 
of 
professional exchange with 
other physicians.” Aside from 
this, wives are often reluctant 
to set up homes through the 
Sears catalogue 
Yet Lyons Falls 
remains 
hopeful in the face of months of 
failure A “ doctor wanted” sign 
is maintained on the stretch of 
Route 
12 which flanks the 
village A brochure has been 
mailed around which outlines 
the area's attractions A local 
man even volunteers to monitor 
the CB. channels just in case 
passers through have any 
ideas 
“ We admit this is not New 
York City,” says Henry Doyle, 
who also admits that he’s glad

“We’ve got clean air, 
dozens of lakes, miles and miles 
of fishing streams, fine chur­ 
ches, good schools. Our women 
walk our streets at night in 
safety. Our kids aren’t into

The Black M an’s Burden 


Inside Labor 


By Victor Riesel 
Putting Carter On The Spot 


WASHINGTON — Just the 
other day the Christian Labor 
Association of Zeeland, Mich., 
called upon its legions to battle 
national union forces now 
pushing something in Congress 
which 
the 
informed 
call 
“ common situs picketing.” Of 
all of America’s thousands of 
unions recognized by the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board, 
the independent Christian asso­ 
ciation stands alone against 
passage of a bill which would 
empower AFL-CIO construc­ 
tion unions to shut down vast 
projects 
Today such shutdowns are 
illegal And because the strug­ 
gle 
between 
massive 
labor 
forces and an astounding and 
unprecedented business and in­ 
dustrial united front comes as 
close as this nation has to 
Armageddon on the Hill, let me 
explain why so much energy is 
being spent by both sides in this 
uncommon labor-management 
civil war. 
Indeed there 
is 
another 
crackling reason for the neces­ 
sity 
of the public’s 
under­ 
standing 
this 
nitty-gritty 
controversial issue which is a 
timebomb in HR 3500 
This bill could hit President 
Carter with his first political 
trauma since he lost the first 
Georgia gubernatorial pri­ 
mary. The red-hot feud be­ 
tween labor and management 
could fragment his administra­ 
tion in its first 100 days. 
BUT WHAT IS common situs 
picketing? At a big construction 
site, the work of specialized 
crafts is performed by separate 
subcontractors operating under 
an arrangement With a top 
general contractor. Sometimes, 
as in the case of nuclear power 
facilities, the building cost runs 
to $1.5 billion and more 
Then if one of the subcon­ 
tractors has a dispute with his 
employes, a separate gate is es­ 
tablished for those workers 
Picketing must be confined to 
that gate. 
Now the AFL-CIO Building 
and Construction Trades De 
partment wants the right to 
picket all the project’s gates 
That would shut down the entire 
operation, all the work of all the 
subcontractors, even though a 
single union's quarrel is but 
with one of them This is a 
secondary boycott and there­ 
fore illegal now 
This construction department 
is considered the AFL-CIO’s 
establishment. It has some 4.1 
million members in 17 general 
crafts — electricians, painters, 
laborers, 
plumbers, 
ca r­ 
penters, operating engineers, et 
al. 
So on Feb 16, New Jersey’s 
Congressman Frank Thomp­ 
son, most ardent of pro-labor 
Representatives, 
introduced 
HR 3500 which would give the 
construction unions the right to 
picket all gates during a labor 
dispute on a 
construction 
project. 


Word came from the White 
House that President Carter 
wouldn’t sign the bill unless it 
had two clauses in it — these in 
effect would give the national 
union presidents the power to 
veto strikes and come in on 
local union negotiations. The 
new sections were inserted. 
NO MINOR legislative war 
this. The construction industry 
actually leads all the rest. In 
good years it engenders some 
$140 billion wori1' of operations. 
So strong ui 
i industrial 
opposition to 
e extended 
picketing rights which the bill 
HR 3500 would give the unions 
developed swiftly along the 
lines which pressured Jerry 
Ford into vetoing a similar bill 
last year. 
The Associated General Con­ 
tractors 
has 
become 
the 
dynamo of the National Action 
Committee on Secondary Boy­ 
cotts. This action force is made 
up of well over 
100 trade 
associations and major cor­ 
porations. These range all the 
way from the American Farm 
Bureau Federation to tiny 
firms eager to do battle. 
The Action Committee meets 
every week. It lobbies. It sends 
teams of businessmen up the 
Hill to do lapel-grabbing work 
It seeks out as many repre­ 
sentatives as 
possible. 
And 
Senators, 
too, 
because 
this 
fight, when it reaches the upper 
house, will be filibustered 
There are some 38 strongly 
anti-situs 
picketing Senators 
set to hold their ground until 
Christmas. 
The labor tactic is to smash 
through by Easter so “ situs” 
doesn t become a bitter na­ 
tional issue — with the cup 
running over into the Oval 
Office. But the men of the 
executive suites on the other 
side haven’t any intention of 
permitting the law to pass 
without a national clashing of 


steely words and arguments. 
And the forces on both sides 
are as powerful as any ever 
lined up over any issue, in 
peace or war. 
IN THE UN ITED front bat­ 
tling the unions are such ele­ 
ments as the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the National Associa­ 
tion of Manufacturers and the 
lesser known Business Round 
Table, 
which 
I 
call 
the 
“ management movement.” 
The Round Table has on its 
board the chief executives of 
some 150 major corporations. 
Guided by the National Action 
Committee on Secondary Boy­ 
cotts, these groups dispatch 
teams up the Hill consisting of 
three or four men — someone 
from the construction field, one 
from the overall business asso­ 
ciations, such as the Chamber 
or the NAM and one or two from 
corporations such 
as 
Pitts­ 
burgh Plate Glass (PPG ). 
Operating on a parallel thrust 
is the National Right to Work 
Committee, headed by the 
strategy-wise Reed Larson. It 
has already dispatched 700,000 
anti-situs letters to its members 
and friends. Its response is so 
heavy that the post office has 
given it its own zip code in Fa ir­ 
fax, Va. It claims some 1.1 
million members. About 400,000 
of them have contributed some 
$6 million. And they are all 
computerized along Congres­ 
sional District lines. The Right 
to Work Committee’s matching 
labor’s COPE strategy. 
This common situs issue is 
the litmus test. If labor pushes 
the bill through and Jim m y 
Carter signs it, he will have

Senate 
leader 
forestalled

filibuster of Paul 
Warnke’s 
nomination as head of

disarmament agencv and chief 
SALT negotiator. 
But the two leaders have also 
shown they will not play ball 
with Carter when either their 
personal political interests or 
the collective concerns of 
Congress are at stake. O’Neill 
exercised his lungs and his 
political 
muscle to knock 
Republican Jack Eckerd out of 
the top job at the General 
Services Administration after 
Carter had agreed to keep 
Eckerd on. 
And Byrd cheerfully allowed 
the Senate to adopt an amend­ 
ment to the President’s public 
works jobs bill ordering Carter 
to spend money on 18 con­ 
troversial water projects the 
President wants to delete from 
his budget. In fact, Byrd joined 
the majority in pushing through 
the amendment by a 65-24 
margin. 
O’Neill and Byrd are bound to 
face internal challenges to their 
authority as the session goes 
on. No leader can keep a tight 
rein on all those galloping egos 
forever.

Energy Hope

YO RK (U P I) — The 
States’ best hope of 
achieving reasonable self-suffi­ 
ciency in energy is for the 
government to finance conver­ 
sion of electric utilities to coal 
burning, according to combus­ 
tion experts. 
There isn’t any hope of fin­ 
ding enough additional pe­ 
troleum supplies or quick 
progress in coal gasification or 
liquefaction, said Donald E. 
Heyburn of Barberton, Ohio, 
head of Babcock & Wilcox’s 
fossil power generation divi­ 
sion. 
LeRoy Culbertson, a vice 
president of Phillips Petroleum 
Corp. of Bartlesville, Okla., 
also said coal must play the key 
role in achieving energy self- 
sufficiency. 
He and other 
Phillips officials agreed that 
electric utilities face for­ 
midable obstacles in converting 
to coal, however. 
Babcock & Wilcox’s Heyburn 
said the utilities are not in 
financial shape to solve the 
problem by themselves. What 
is needed, he said, is to build 
new coal boilers alongside the 
present oil or gas-fired boilers 
without any 
interruption of 
service and to build some new 
coal-fired power plants from 
the ground up. 
Heyburn also said it is idle to 
hope that the fast breeder 
nuclear reactor or magnetohy- 
drodynamics, 
the 
direct 
production of electricity from 
fossil fuels 
without 
making 
steam 
and 
turning 
a 
mechanical generator, can 
solve the nation’s energy crisis 
any time soon. 
These things require new 
scientific breakthroughs, not 
just money and engineering,” 
he said, 
“ and 
nobody 
can 
predict 
when 
a 
scientific 
breakthrough will come.” 
Conversion of electric power 
plants to coal, on the other 
hand, requires only engineering 
— although extremely expen­ 
sive engineering. 
"Many persons probably find 
it hard to understand why it is 
so much more costly to convert 
a power plant back to coal than 


it was to convert it to oil or gas 
some years 
ago,” 
Heyburn 
said. “ Thereare many reasons. 
A boiler heated by coal also can 
be heated by gas or oil but a 
modern boiler built for clean 
gas or oil heat has too narrow 
tubes for the fly-ash laden heat 
of even the cleanest coal. It 
soon will slag up, so conversion 
to coal means new boilers.” 
Finding and training enough 
coal 
miners 
to 
supply 
the 
amount of coal that would be 
needed is another big problem. 
Transporting the coal not only 
will involve big investment but 
delicate decisions as to whether 
a particular utility should be 
supplied by railway unit trains 
or coal slurry pipeline. 
It may be advisable to 
relocate some power plants 
closer to coal supplies. A 
minehead 
location 
of 
the 
generating plant is the ideal. 
The enviromental and occu­ 
pational safety problems of 
rapid expansion of coal mining 
will be extensive and difficult, 
especially where strip mining is 
involved. 
Finally, there is the matter, 
Heyburn said, of finding the 
proper balance, both economic 
and 
ecological, 
between 
nuclear and fossil fueled plants. 
A study of comparative costs 
indicates as a general rule, 
nuclear generating is cheaper 
on both the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts while fossil-fired plants 
are cheaper in the heartland. 
But every location presents its 
own problems. 
Time is getting short, he said, 
because the United States is 
losing ground in the drive for 
energy self-sufficiency and pe­ 
troleum imports are rising too 
fast.

The 
range 
for 
teachers 
holding master’s degrees will 
be from $9,768 with no expe­ 
rience to $15,840 after 13 years. 
The 24-page agreement also 
contains specific guidelines by 
the 
board on 
activities 
for 
which personal leave will be 
granted 


The raises will cost the board 
about $44,000 in the next school 
year. 
The board is still negotiating 
with classified workers repre­ 
sented by the Ohio Association 
of Public School Employes.

They described the case as the 
most serious espionage affair 
involving a Communist nation 
since President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing’s election in 1974. 
Police said the agents arrest­ 
ed four Frenchmen and one

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Testimony Opens Thursday 
On New Minimum Wage Bill

WASHINGTON - Congress 
this 
year 
will 
pass 
and 
President Carter will sign the 
most important minimum wage 
bill since 1938 when the federal 
government first began setting 
a pay scale for the nation’s 
lowest paid workers. 
Except 
for 
m inor 
ad ­ 
justm ents, it will also be the 
last in a long series of minimum 
wage laws which now cover 84 
per cent of the US. work force. 
Under the proposed new law, 
the minimum wage will be 
adjusted automatically each 
year based on a percentage of 
the average hourly pay of 
production 
w orkers 
in 
manufacturing. 
President Carter and Labor 
Secretary Ray Marshall en­ 
dorsed the idea of automatic 
increases based in indexing this 
week. The AFL-CIO calls it “an 
idea whose time has certainly 
come.” 
Key congressmen on both 
sides of the political fence have 
accepted the idea and all that 
remains is working out details 
of the legislation. 
On Thursday (Mar. 24) Labor 
Secretary Marshall will outline 
in 
detail 
the 
C arter 
Administration’s 
position on 
boosting and autom atically 
increasing the minimum wage 
annually in testimony before 
the 
House 
Labor 
Sub­ 
committee. 
Several days 
of hearings 
have been held on 
a 
bill 
authored by subcom m ittee 
chairman Rep. John H Dent, D- 
P a., which would set the 
minimum wage at 55 per cent of 
the average hourly wage rate 
for production workers. Next 
year the rate would increase to 
60 per cent, but Dent concedes 
he is willing to compromise on 
the percentage levels. 
The AFL-CIO wants the rate 
set at 60 per cent with an im­ 
mediate hike to $3 in the 
present $2.30 an hour minimum 
wage. 
Rep. Albert H.Quie, R-Minn., 
the senior Republican on the 
House Education and Labor 
Committee which must clear a 
w age bill for House con­ 
sideration, has endorsed the 
indexing proposal. But he 
wants the minimum wage set at 
no more than 50 per cent of the 
average production worker’s 
hourly pay. 
Quie ’ 
that businessmen 
cannot , 
heisa to. payroll 
costs uncle. 
,e existing method 
of periodic minimum 
wage 
hikes which hinge on the 
political nod in Congress and 
the White House, “It would ¡be 
beneficial 
to 
our 
total 
economy” to have predictable

minimum pay hikes, he said 
“I think we’re playing with 
fire h e re ,” Quie said. He 
warned it will be almost im­ 
possible to change the index

Businessmen represented by 
the US.Chamber of Commerce 
remain vehemently opposed to 
the indexing proposal originally 
suggested in

Speaking for the Chamber, 
Louis Neeb, vice president of a 
large restaurant chain, called 
indexing the “most damaging” 
aspect of the pending wage bill 
The Chamber likens indexing to 
“a vast engine of inflation,

The Chamber traditionally 
opposes

If the minimum wage is in­

boost the minimum from $2.30 
to $2.85 an hour this year.

There are issues aside from

Sale Of Newspaper 
Was Bonanza For 
Some Employes 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
Last month’s $125 million sale 
of the Kansas City Star was a 
bonanza for some of its em ­ 
ployes. 
New millionaires work side- 
by-side with $162-a-week cub 
reporters. O thers acquired 
com fortable six-figure nest 
eggs in the sale of the last daily 
new spaper com pany owned 
solely by employes. 
So do the men and women of 
the Star gloat when less af­ 
fluent reporters from other 
newspapers, wire services and 
radio and television stations 
wander in to interview them? 
Hardly. 
“I thin! 
this stuff about 
instant m m .juaires is getting a 
little disgusting,” said Jam es 
W. Scott, an associate editor. 
“I’ll be glad when all the 
publicity ends. This newspaper 
could win 1» Pulitzer Prizes in a 
row, 
but 
people 
would 
rem ember it as the paper with 
the rich editors and reporters.” 
Capital Cities Communica­ 
tions Inc. bought the Star and 
its morning newspaper, The 
Times, last month for $125 
million, a figure believed to be 
the largest price paid for a one- 
newspaper company. 
Sixteen top executives, edi­ 
tors and retire d em ployes 
received more than $1 million 
for their stock 
One retired 
couple, who had worked in the 
payroll department, made $7 
million and about 100 of the 530 
stockholders received at least 
$100,000. 
But some employes did not 
make a cent on the sale and 


resent being thought of as 
millionaires. 
“The general impression is 
that everyone in the newsroom 
made a killing, but it’s not 
true,” said John Wylie, an 
energy reporter. " I’m far from 
the only one who didn’t own any 
stock. There’s lots of us around 
the newsroom.” 
Kenneth L.Fox, an associate 
editor in charge of the editorial 
page, was a “one-percenter,” a 
term applied to those employes 
who owned at least 1 per cent of 
the newspaper stock. He made 
at least $1.25 million when he 
received $139.54 a share for his 
stock, about double the book 
value. 
“W’hat no one can understand 
is that we w eren ’t really 
paupers before the sale,” said 
Fox who started working as a 
$50-a -month copy boy for the 
newspaper in 1934. “No one has 
once asked me if I was a 
millionaire before the sale.” 
Fox said his life style has 
changed little since his stock 
was sold. 
In fact, few employes who 
made money on the sale have 
done anything extravagant 
with their funds. 
Kevin Horrigan and his wife 
Kate La hey, both reporters, 
made a $19,400 profit and used 
some of it to pay off a loan on 
their car and a second mortage. 
“The really only tacky thing 
we did was to buy a color 
television,” said Horrigan, 28 
“The next day the color blew 
up, which I guess was our 
punishm ent 
for 
doing 
something so extravagant.” 
New Boning Process 
Developed For Beef 
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WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
- 
Some of the beef American 
consumers eat may look a little 
different in the future if 
packers adopt a new energy- 
saving 
processing 
system 
under 
developm ent 
at 
Oklahoma State University. 
“For instance, the T-bone 
steak will no longer have a bone 
in it,” explains Dr. E arl 
Ferguson, an OSU industrial 
engineering and management 
professor. 
“It will be the same steak, 
but it will look different,” he 
said. 
The new processing system, 
developed for beef initially by 
OSU animal science professor 
Dr R .L Henrickson, is called 
“hot boning ” 
In conventional processing, 
beef cattle carcasses are cut 
into halves—called “sides” — 
after slaughter. They are hung 
in cold storage 
rooms 
for 
cooling before further proces­ 
sing. 
U nder H enrickson’s “ hot 
boning” system , 
the beef 
carcasses are cut 
up 
into 
boneless 
m eat 
cuts 
im ­ 
m ediately after slaughter, 
before cooling 
This 
seem ingly 
sim ple 
change, Henrickson says, could 
reduce the amount of energy 
used in cooling each carcass by 
at least 30 per cent. On top of 
that, there could be further 
substantial savings in energy 
needs because packers could 
reduce the size of their cooling 
rooms substantially or could 
handle an increased volume of 
beef without expanding present 
cooling space 
Estimates of total potential 
savings in cooling, processing 
and transporting beef vary But 
they 
could 
run 
into 
the 
equivalent of millions of barrels 
of petroleum a year, OSU of­ 
ficials say. 
The energy savings in initial 
cooling of Deef carcasses are 
considerable, Ferguson said, 
because packers 
would 
not 
have to cool any bones, excess 
fat, or inedible parts of the beef 
animal 
They would all be 
trim m ed away 
before the 
bundles of 
boned beef are 


cooled 
At the same time, much less 
space would be needed to cool 
the meat from each carcass. 
Instead of hanging 
“sides” 
which need circulation space 
above and below, packers 
would be dealing with a much 
more compact product and 
space needs would drop 70 to 80 
per cent. 
Henrickson and Ferguson, 
demonstrating the process to 
members of Congress, staff 
aides, government officials and 
reporters here, noted that some 
pork processors already do all 
their processing on a 
“hot 
boning” system. As energy 
costs rise and the importance of 
energy conservation grows in 
the future, they predict the beef 
industry will increasingly turn 
to the new process as a means 
of keeping costs down 
How fast 
the process 
is 
adopted, the experts said, will 
depend on economic factors. 
Some potential savings could be 
offset, initially, by the cost of 
new handling and freezing 
equipment. And labor unions 
may object to the fact that 
distributing w h o lesale'm et 
which has been cut up in 
packing plans may mean less 
work for butchers in retail food 
chains, they noted 
Also, the OSU officials said, 
there’s the question of whether 
consumers would 
like 
"hot 
boned” meat as well as beef 
handled 
by 
traditional 
methods 
For a tentative test, the of­ 
ficials served guests at a 
demonstration here a steak 
dinner made up of two pieces— 
one from a “hot boned” steer 
and another from a traditional­ 
ly-slaughtered anim al 
The 
guests, who were not told which 
portion was “hot boned.” were 
asked to vote their preferences

of ballplayers as a moth finds 
fora glowing electric light bulb 
Freddie Lynn remembers the 
fans around the bus yelling 
some things at the ballplayers. 
Some ol the players were said 
to have answered the fans, 
“Goodbye, Fenway P a rk .” 
Freddie Lynn says now he 
wasn’t sure then whether he'd 


be back in Boston or not, but he 
doesn’t remember answering 
the fans back. 
“M y feelings ran hot and cold 
last year,” says the Red Sox’ 
gifted 
25;year-old 
center 
fielder. “There w eresom e days 
I felt this isn’t the place for me. 
Fortunately, most of the days I 
wanted to play in Fenway Park. 
I still do. M y wife, Dee Dee, 
didn’t know what 
to think

Don 
Zimmer, the Red Sox’ mana­ 
ger, feels the fans got on Lynn 
unjustly last year. 
“I think he got a bad rap,” 
says Zim. “He came up to me 
near the end of the season and 
said, “I can’t play. Skip, I hurt 
my wrist.’ Some guys thought 
he was jaking I never thought 
that once. Last year everybody 
said Freddie Lynn wasn’t the 
same player he was the year 
before. He hit .314 and drove in 
65 
runs,

Varicose vein problems 


DEAR DR LAMB - I was 
interested in your column 
some time ago about jogging 
and varicose veins. I have 
been diagnosed as having 
chronic phlebitis and throm­ 
bophlebitis. What is the 
difference? 
In your column you said that 
walking contracts the leg 
muscles and squeezes the 
deep veins in the legs to emp­ 
ty them. You said the super­ 
ficial veins in the leg drain 
into the deep veins of the legs 
and walking helps to empty 
them. 
Just the opposite happens to 
me. When I walk or stand my 
leg swells to about twice its 
normal size. I have worn an 
artificial leg for over 30 years 
but have just had this phlebitis 
condition for the last two 
years. 
Can you tell me what causes 
the phlebitis? Could it have 
been brought on by favoring 
my artificial leg and straining 
my good leg? Or could it have 
come from falling and injur­ 
ing the cartilage in my knee? I 
also have some foreign bodies 
retained from a bullet wound 
that went through my leg 
above the knee. 
DEAR REA D ER — Judging 
from other letters many peo­ 
ple are confused about the 
difference between throm­ 
bophlebitis and varicose 
veins. Varicose veins are 
simply dilated veins, they are 
wide open but they are 
overstretched. I am sending 
you The Health Letter number 
5-8, Varicose Veins, so you 
can understand what they are 
and what you can do about 
them. Others who want this 
information can send 50 cents 
for it with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for 
mailing. 
Phlebitis means inflamma­ 
tion of the veins. Throm­ 
bophlebitis means inflamma­ 
tion of the veins with the for­ 
mation of a clot (thrombosis) 
in the veins. The cfot may 


break off and send pieces 
through the veins to the heart 
and out to the lung. That is 
how a bloodclot develops in 
the lungs from the leg. 
Throm bophlebitis may 
block the veins and cause the 
veins below the obstruction to 
dilate. Exercising will not 
empty the veins in the 
presence of thrombophlebitis 
because the veins are blocked 
and have trouble emptying. It 
is true that being up on your 
feet, even with walking, may 
cause the leg to swell in this 
condition. 
The location of the clot 
makes a great deal of 
difference. If the clot is in 
smaller superficial veins it is 
less likely to cause severe 
swelling. But the clot may in­ 
volve the deep veins in the leg 
and the best treatment then is 
to be off the leg, usually keep­ 
ing the leg elevated and im­ 
m obilized. 
A nticlotting 
medicines are often used. This 
can be a very serious disease 
and if a clot goes to the lung it 
may cause sudden death. 
In your long standing case 
the clot has probably been in­ 
vaded with scar tissue inside 
the veins. This eliminates the 
im m ediate danger. The 
amount of disability depends 
upon how much residual 
obstruction remains and ap­ 
parently you have some. 
The causes of throm ­ 
bophlebitis are varied. In­ 
juries to a leg may cause it. 
Or it may occur spontaneously 
after such a simple operation 
as an appendectomy in a 
healthy young person. I can’t 
say what caused yours but it 
may be associated with your 
old wound.

Monday he killed M arlene 
Steele for Owen Kilbane "as a 
favor to a judge friend of his.” 
Robbins, 26, serving a life 
term for the 1968 slaying of folk 
singer 
Tedd 
Brown, 
said 
K ilbane 
and 
his 
brother. 
Martin, 
approached 
him 
in 
Decem ber, 1968, about the 
Steele killing while he was on 
leave from the Marine Corps 
He said he asked. “ Why does 
he want it done?” 


Robbins said Owen Kilbane 
replied, “ The judge wants a 
divorce, his wife won’t give it to 
him and he’s 
in love with 
another woman.” 
The Kilbanes and Steele are 
accused of first-degree murder 
in the shooting death of Mrs 
Steele. The Cuyahoga County 
grand jury also indicted Rob 
bins, but he was granted im­ 
munity from 
prosecution in 
return for testifying against the 
other three 


Robbins said the Kilbanes 
picked him up at the airport 
when he returned to Cleveland 
from the Marine Corps early 
January, 1969 
He said they 
gave him a map of Steele's 
home and where Mrs. Steele 
would be sleeping and later 
went over plans for the killing 
in detail 
Robbins said Owen Kilbane 
gave him a .38 caliber revolver 
and told him, “ This is the gun 


you’ll use.” He said he left the 
Kilbanes' 
Cleveland 
Heights 
home with the two brothers at 
11:30 p.m Jan. 8. 
As they left, he said Owen 
Kilbane stopped at the back 
door and said, “ Hang on I ’ve 
got to call Bob and let him know 
you’re coming.” 
Robbins said he went with 
Martin Kilbane in his car while 
Owen Kilbane was to drive his 
car to a pizzeria “ where he 
would be seen by people." 
Robbins said Martin Kilbane 
dropped him off near the Steele 
home. 
“ 1 was walking in the street 
... and I saw a light shining 
through the curtains in the 
second-floor dormer,” Robbins 
said 
'That was the signal 
Kilbane told me to look for

plaque 
hanging from the gas lamp out 
front, and it said ‘Steele. 
Robbias said he went through 
the front door, which was left 
partially open, and into a first- 
floor bedroom where he saw a 
figure sleeping in the tied 
“ I |>ointed the gun and I fired 
two shots,” he said “ I shot her 
in the head.”

Winter Kill Hits Zeppernick 


Growing Your Own

Many gardeners get into a 
rut when it comes to choosing 
varieties year after year and 
rarely try anything new. There 
is nothing wrong with sticking 
to the sam e variety if it does 
well for you, but part of the fun 
of gardening is growing some­ 
thing you have never grown 
before. The following are some 
of the more interesting intro­ 
ductions for 1977. 
Among the most promising 
of the new vegetables for 1977 
are the four All-America selec­ 
tions. They are Savoy Ace 
C abbage, Melody Spinach, 
Spirit Pumpkin and Scallopini 
Summer Squash. All-America 
Selections is an organization 
that tests the performance of 
new seed-grown flowers and 
vegetables prior to introduc­ 
tion. The entries are grown in 
over 50 test gardens over the 
U.S., Canada and Mexico in 
various clim ates and soil 
types. 
Each is compared to an 
older established variety of 
s im ila r 
c h a ra c te ris tic s . 
Judges 
consider 
various 
criteria such as flavor, disease 
resistan ce, 
hot 
or 
cold 


tolerance, earliness, compact­ 
ness, yield and novelty. Those 
scoring sufficient points are 
awarded gold, silver or bronze 
medals. 
A summary of the 1977 AAS 
vegetable winners: 
SAVOY ACE HYBRID Cab­ 
bage scored the highest with a 
gold medal. It is the earliest 
Savoy Cabbage so far intro­ 
duced, maturing in 70 days 
from setting out plants The 
heavily 
crinkled 
heads 
average 4 and one-hall pounds, 
are resistant to heat and frost, 
and hold well in the garden 
without bursting 
It is con­ 
sidered superior to Savoy 
King, an AAS silver medal 
winner in 1965. 
Savoy Cabbage is noted for 
its crinkled leaves, rich flavor 
and tender almost lettuce-like 
green color when cooked 
MELODY HYBRID Spinach 
is a silver medalist. It matures 
in 42 days and is resistant to 
downy mildew and mosaic. 
The leaves are thick and sem i­ 
crumpled. The plants grow 
upright thus they tend to stay 
cleaner than regular spinach. 
Melody is a vigorous grower 
and can be used for a spring or 
a fall crop. Leaves that are 
harvested are soon replaced 
by buds at the center Spinach 


should not be judged by the 
sorry mess that comes in cans 
Fresh spinach makes excel­ 
lent salads, and is a versatile 
ingredient in a number of 
dishes 
including souffles, 
soups and Spanakopita, a 
Greek dish using fila pastry. 
SPIR IT HYBRID Pum p­ 
kin, a bronze medal winner, is 
especially suited to short sea­ 
son areas because of its earli­ 
ness (100 days). Its semi-bush 
vines take up less space in the 
garden than most varieties 
The bright orange, symetrical 
fruits, averaging 
10 to 
15 
pounds make attractive Jack 
o’lantems and the flesh is good 
for pies. 
The 
fourth 
w inner, 
S C A L L O P IN I 
H Y B R ID 
SQUASH, is also a bronze 
medalist. This is a unique 
vegetable, a cross between a 
white scallop squash and a 
zucchini. There is also a winter 
squash in its ancestry. The 
fruits resemble scallop squash 
in shape but are deeper and 
are dark green rather than 
greenish white. They are best 
picked young when only two to 
three inches in diam eter 
The flesh is reported to have 
a sweet nutlike flavor and is

G O LD EN S W E E T Everlast­ 
ing Heritage Sweet Corn is 
considered a breakthrough in 
plant breeding 
It 
has the 
super sweet characteristics of 
Illinichief, but with several 
advantages It does not have to 
be isolated from other corn 
varieties, the germination is 
better, and the kernels are 
more tender than I llinichief 
The ears remain sweet long 
after they are picked 
T A B L E A C E is the First F t 
hybrid acorn squash ever of­ 
fered It is earlier than other 
winter squash, 78 days. This 
variety produces heavy yields 
of excellent quality squash on 


space saving semi-bush vines. 
A few years ago the U.S.D A. 
introduced a pumpkin called 
Lady Godiva. It is grown for its 
edible hulless or naked seeds, 
but its stringy flesh is not of 
good quality, and it is not at­ 
tractive enough for Halloween 
carving. This year Burpee is

P U M P K IN . It not only pro­ 
duces huiless seeds, but 
it 
makes good pies, and the dark 
orange fruits are good for jack 
o’lanterns. 
The 
pumpkins

Ohioans are heading for the 
hills. After many years of out­ 
migration and population loss, 
people are flocking to Ohio's 
A ppalachian counties, says 
Donald Thom as, associate 
professor of rural sociology at 
The Ohio State University. 
Except for Ross, Monroe, 
and 
Athens 
counties, 
all 
southern and eastern counties 
showed 
an 
increase 
in 
population. This ‘‘rural turn­ 
around” in Ohio is typical of a 
trend noted elsewhere in the 
United States. 
Parts of Appalachia in Ken­ 
tucky and West Virginia, some 
counties in the Missouri Ozark 
region, the reforested areas of 
northern Michigan and W is­ 
consin, and some of the Rocky 
Mountain West 
have 
expe­ 
rienced population growth. 
For the nation as a whole, 
nonmetropolitan counties are 
growing about one and one- 
half times the rate of metro­ 
politan counties. 
A 
N U M B ER O F possible 
factors may be involved in the 
recent 
migration. 
Some 
of 
these 
factors 
may 
revolve 
around life style and environ­ 
mental 
differences 
between 
rural and urban areas. A lower 
cost of living, lower crime 
rate, less congestion and pollu­ 
tion, would all attract retired 
persons 
and 
those 
seeking 
alternative life styles. 
People in this latter category 
have 
been 
termed 
“ urban 
dropouts” which include both 
young people and some white 
collar and professional per­ 
sons who are willing to trade 
off lower economic returns for 
a 
ru ral 
or 
sm all 
town 
residence. 
There is also some indication 
that more jobs 
have been 
available in rural Ohio. High 
unemployment and layoffs in 
urban centers during the early 
1970’s may have led to a return 
of earlier out-migrants to their 
original 
rural 
communities. 
These people may again seek 
work 
in 
the cities as 
the 
economy recovers. 
“ Population 
growth 
is 
a 
mixed blessing for the rural 
communities,” Thomas says. 
New people are resources 
which may bring economic 
growth, leadership, and new 
skills to an area. But, they may 
also bring new demands. Older 


people might 
require addi­ 
tional medical services and 
younger 
families 
may 
put 
pressure on 
present 
school 
systems. 
Population 
growth 
could affect the need for such 
governm ental 
services 
as 
water, sewage, street lights, 
and new roads.

Bush beans branch just 
above the ground and grow to a 
height of 12 to 16 in., depending 
on soil fertility and moisture. 
No runners are formed; the 
pods are borne in clusters. 
Modem bush bean varieties 
hold their pods well above the 
soil so that they do not rot in 
wet weather. Green and wax 
beans grow and look alike 
except for the color of the pods 


Plant about 6 ft. of row of 
bush 
beans 
per 
family 
member. If you pick bush 
beans twice weekly, 
you 
should harvest 4 to 6 pickings 
before the plants begin to 
decline. 
Therefore, 
make 
plantings every 2 to 3 weeks to 
maintain a steady supply of 
beans Bush beans mature in 
about 55 days from planting. 


Beans should not be planted 
until the soil is warm or the 
seeds may rot. Plant seeds of 
bush varieties about 3 in. 
apart. Feed and water only 
moderately. Pick before pods 
get lumpy and turn color. In 
new gardens, beans perform 
better if seeds are coated with 
a culture of a harmless soil 
bacteria that extract nitrogen 
from air and make it available 
to the bean roots. You can 
order it from seed catalogs.

COLUMBUS - Springtime 
is a good time for many people 
to think about building a new 
home. When planning con­ 
struction, some will want to 
include a fireplace, says Roger 
Miller, Extension agricultural 
engineer at The Ohio State 
University. 
A fireplace has several ad­ 
vantages. It can serve as a 
supplemental heat source for 
the room in w’hich it is located 
And while the fire is burning, it 
will exhaust odars and fumes 
from the room. Fireplaces 
have aesthetic appeal and can 
be a pleasant center where 
family and guests can relax 
and enjoy the light and warm­ 
th. 
People wanting to build a 
fireplace might consider the 
different kinds. A masonry 
fireplace can be built into an 
older house. The chimney is 
built next to an outside wall of 
the house, and an opening is 
provided 
through 
the 
wall 
where the fireplace is built. A 
factory-made metal unit can 
be installed, or the usual all- 
masonry 
fireplace 
con­ 
structed. 
If cost is a factor, a less ex­ 
pensive consideration would 
be the prefabricated, or free­ 
standing, fireplace. These 
units are sold complete with 
flues and some are already 
constructed to permit installa­ 
tion directly against the wall 
This type of fireplace is light­ 
weight and requires no special 
support. There are several 
designs and shapes to choose 
from and many are available 
for burning conventional solid 
fuels. 


Of course, a fireplace can 
have 
its 
drawbacks. 
A 
chimney, especially if it is 
located on the outside wall, can 
be so cold before a fire is 
started than an actual down­ 
draft will exist. Before starting 
the main fire, crumple news­ 
papers and ignite them to 
warm the chimney and enduce 
an up-draft. 
Also, start the fire with a 
small amount of dried tinder at 
the back of the hearth until the 
chimney is well heated. If the 
fire is layed too far forward 
and with too much material, 
gas is released rapidly and 
some may spill into the room. 
It is important to not pile too 
much combustible material in 
the fireplace at any time. 
MANY F IR E P L A C E S work 
well most of the time But. 
some of these may smoke on 
occasion. This may occur 
when the wind is from a 
particular direction or when 
the wind is gusting The cause 
may lie in wind action at the 
top of the chimney. High trees 
can blow the wind downward 
on top of the chimney or near­ 
by tall buildings may cause a 
down-draft. 
If a down-draft is a possi­ 
bility, a chimney top of metal 
or masonry may be used to 
turn the wind away. If the 
chimney does not extend above 
the ridge of the roof, a trial 
piece of flue liner or metal pipe 
should be securely fastened on 
top of the existing chimney to 
test whether the draft can be 
improved. 
Continuous smoking may be 
caused by not having a high 
enough chimney or by an ob-

structed flue. If the fireplace 
opening is too large for the size 
of the fire, smoking will result 
To temporarily reduce the size 
of the fireplace opening, build 
the fire on a grate This raises 
the wood off the floor and re 
duces the total area of heat and 
smoke If you are presently 
using a grate, set it on bricks 
or use a piece of sheet metal 
layed over the bricks. If this 
reduces smoking, the hearth 
may then be raised perma 
nently by using fire brick 
masonry 
Another way to decrease the 
size of the fireplace opening is 
to temporarily place a piece of 
sheet metal over the front top 
part of the opening Try this 
with several different opening 
sizes and see which gives you 
the best result Then, have a 
heavy metal hood made to 
permanently fit your fireplace 
It takes quite a bit of air to 
make a good draft 
With a 
tightly built house it may be 
necessary to provide an air 
intake duct from the outside 
Experiment first by opening a 
window near the fireplace a 
couple of inches. If this does 
not work, you may want to 
consider installing a fan that 
forces air up the chimney 
Specific 
equipment 
is 
available for inducing drafts

Surprising Sort 
Of Spud Salesman 


Long ago 
there was 
a 
railroad between Chicago and 
the West Coast known as "The 
Route of the Baked Potato." At 
luncheon and dinner, the train 
would stop for a large meal 
with a baked 
potato, then 
travel on. Today the baked 
potato has another emissary — 
the Governor of Idaho who 
calls himself a russet Burbank 
pitchman on TV screens and 
on 
platforms 
all over the 
country. 
"Yes, although governor of 
my state, 1 am also a spud 
'salesm an 
I want as many 
people as possible to learn 
about 
our 
remarkably 
dif­ 
ferent baking potatoes. They 
are the most asked for ‘bakers’ 
in the world and are one-third 
of the state’s agriculture,” 
reports Cecil D Andrus, twice 
elected governor, a Democrat 
in a Republican state and a 
frank conservationist in a con­ 
servative area. 
We met at P ierre’s in New 
York. The waiter laid before us 
two Idaho baked 
potatoes. 
They were stuffed with broken 
up potatoes, cottage cheese 
and chopped hot green pepper. 
The Governor brushed his 
aside. "Good, maybe But the 
only way to enjoy an Idaho is 
baked, split open and sparked 
with 
butter 
Incidentally, 
never cook wrapped in foil. 
That spoils the texture.” 
Then he continued to discuss 
his beloved subject: "Idaho 
grows more potatoes than any 
other state. And I am proud to 
say that most of the farms are 
owned by individuals, not by 
corporations The great pride 
farm ers take, the great care 
they give their fields, the 
money devoted to research 
and the amazing numbers of 


modern storage plants will 
convince you that potatoes are 
big business in Idaho. Many 
years ago Luther Burbank 
introduced his russet Burbank 
to my state. Through science, 
expensive 
research , 
e x ­ 
perimentation and hard work 
we have developed it to its 
rem arkable taste, texture and 
distinctive shape. 
"Idaho has an altitude that 
makes it hot during the dav 
and cool at night. This result's 
in fine potato textures. We 
have abundant fresh stream s 
and 
our 
air 
is 
still 
not 
polluted.” 
The governor suggested we 
bake 
Idaho 
potatoes 
as 
follows: Scrub potatoes well. 
Dry potatoes and prick with a 
fork Bake in 425-degree oven 
55 to 65 minutes, until soft. Or 
bake potatoes in 350-degree 
oven for one hour and 25 
minutes to 1 hour and 30 
minutes. 


As soon as the potato is 
baked to the soft to the touch 
stage, take the potatoes from 
the oven and cut an “X” in the 
top Then push some of the 
potato 
through 
with 
slight 
pressure of the fingers on the 
peel so that some of the snowy 
insideshows. This will help the 
fluffing process, and bring the 
potato dry and mealy to the 
table. 


The skin of an Idaho baked 
potato is considered a great 
delicacy 
by 
potato 
con­ 
noisseurs. For a soft skin, 
scrub the potato and coat 
lightly with butter, oil or bacon 
fat before baking. For a crisp, 
brittle skin, just scrub and 
bake. On restaurant menus, 
they are listed as 
"Idaho 
shells.”

Start with a thorough raking 
to remove heavy, wet, grass- 
smothering tree leaves and 
other debris. Do not rake so 
vigorously, however, that you 
destroy young fall-planted 
seedlings. Then mow the lawn 
to remove brown tips of grass 
leaves, even though no growth 
signs are evident yet. 
Benefits of lawn rolling are 
questionable in most heavy- 
winter areas. The practice 
m ay im prove the surface 
evenness of winter-heaves soil. 
Heavy rolling, however, tends 
to compact soil in the root zone

These products set 
up an effective germination 
barrier which stops crabgrass 
before it can get started. 
Last, but likely the most 
im portant spring first aid 
measure for your lawn is 
adequate fertilization. There

formulated lawm fertilizers on 
the market, says the Institute, 
which can be used to give that 
first spring feeding to lawn 
grasses. 
Many of today’s lawn fer­ 
tilizers for spring have in­ 
c o r p o r a te d 
c r a b g r a s s 
preventers in the mixture, so 
you can conveniently do two 
jobs at once. 
Follow the instructions on 
the bag. For many areas, a 
lighter application will be 
recommended for early spring 
so that grass plants don’t 
become too lush and "over 
grow” their built-in protection 
to disease and fungi that a t­ 
tack during cool, wet seasons. 
Then, additional fertilizer 
applications can be made in 


June or July to strengthen 
grass through the summer. 
Remember,

tention to your lawn this spring 
can mean a better, healthier 
lawn all summer.

LISBON

G ardeners 
thinking about starting plants 
indoors shouldn’t be too hasty 
in planting tom atoes and 
peppers indoors. Too early 
starting is a common mistake 
of the eager novice, according 
to Paul 
Gipp, 
Columbiana 
County Extension Agent. 
He says tomatoes should be 
started no sooner than five or 
six weeks before the outdoor 
planting date, which is late 
May or early June in northeast 
Ohio. 
Peppers 
should 
be 
planted about eight 
weeks 
before set-out. 
Plants started too soon will 
be ready for planting long 
before it is safe to set them 
outdoors They then become 
hardened and stunted, and 
may never fully recover to 
produce a good crop.

The U.S. P a ten t Office says 
his

only 
b u sin ess 
registered as a plant hotel, arid 
he has copyrighted the nam e 
and is thinking of franchising. 
He keeps his hotel guests in 
one of several large, sunlit 
rooms and m akes sure they 
are properly fed and w atered. 
Plant lights provide the closest 
thing 
to 
su n sh in e 
d u rin g 
even in g s a n d re g u ta te e x ­ 
posure for each plant. 
Speakers provide m usic to 
grow by. 
“I play all kinds of m usic — 
easy listening, classical, pop 
m usic,” said Blakeley, “ I’m 
trying to 
break 
them 
into 
country right now I don’t go 
for that loud stuff. I don’t like 
it, 
so I 
figure 
the 
plants 
wouldn’t like it eith er.” 
Blakeley, a native of Phenix 
City, Ala. and a tree surgeon 
for 18 y ears, started the hotel 
as part of a plant store he 
opened last June. He has had 
his hands full since: “ We took 
in 1,500 b oarders in our first 
three m onths.”

“ He kept my sick plant for 
two weeks when 1 went to 
F lorida,” says Lucy W allace 
of Alexandria. “ He talks to 
them , plays music for them , 
and puts them to bed at night. 
When I got it back, it was 
wonderfully healthy and had 
grown new shoots.” 
Blakeley’s biggest challenge 
was 
transporting 
a 
17-foot 
split-leaf philodendron to the 
hotel for a month-long stay 
while its owners were moving. 
He built a special crate for the 
fragile vine. 
“ We w ere really worried 
about what to do with it,” said 
Mrs. John quick of G aither­ 
sburg, Md. “We were between 
houses and 
needed a tem ­ 
porary place for three large 
plants. 
“We heard about the Plant 
Hotel and called Mr. Blakeley. 
He w as very accom m odating 
and very inexpensive. He did a 
super job. It’s a super service 
for people w ith expensive 
plants.” 
Blakeley also rents plants by 
the day or week, and arranges 
“plant p arties.” For a party 
Blakeley will arriv e with a 
couple of dozen d ifferen t 
plants, give a brief lecture on 
care, then answ er questions on 
selectiom and m aintenance. 
The plants a re for sale, and 
the host receives free plants 
and a cash percentage.

»TODAY'S TREASURES 


Old specs worth 
the long search 


By JEAN BARNES 
John Hancock signed the 
Declaration of Pidependence 
so that King George III could 
read it without the aid of his 
glasses. 
There weren’t many who 
could afford the luxury of 
spectacles in those days, ac­ 
cording to Dr. L. D. Bronson, 
California optom etrist and 
collector. They were an ex­ 
pensive 
appliance 
often 
costing as much as $200. They 
did nothing to correct im­ 
proper vision but were simple 
reading aids, he pointed out. 
In 
his 
book, 
“ E arly 
American Specs,” published 
by The Occidental Publishing 
Co., G lendale, C alif., Dr. 
Bronson explains that the first 
colonist known to have worn 
eyeglasses was Peter Brown 
(1620). Of London manufac­ 
ture, these glasses were made 
of crude steel with five and 
one-half inch temples which 
ended in a large loop. 
Since the nose piece was 
simply a connecting device 
between the lens mountings, it 
did little to hold the specs in 
place. That’s what the loops 
were for. 
A 
cord 
or 
ribbon was 
threaded through the loops and 
tied behind the head and the 
colonist’s wig hid the knot 
from sight. 
These early spectacles in­ 
variably had round or oval 
lenses. Most had tem ples 
which folded and were fitted 
with some means of fastening 
them securely to the head 
By the latter half of the 18th 
century 
designers 
began 
improving the style and the ‘ 
temples had been changed 
from being hinged to a sliding 
type so that one half telescoped 
by means of a slotted temple. 
Loops also became smaller 
and less conspicuous. The lens 
mounting changed from round 
or oval to an octagonal shape

perimenting with improving 
the fit for eyeglass wearers. 
The connecting arch (called 
the bridge) across the nose 
was shortened to fit the con­ 
tour of the nose and fitted with 
straight extensions to the lens 
frame. 
By the time of the Civil War 
such manufacturing firms as 
American Optical and Bausch 
& Lomb had been established 
and spectacles were made in a 
variety of shapes — oval, 
rectangular, octagonal and 
hexagonal. D esigners con­ 
sidered more than function. 
They also were concerned with 
comfort, style and proper fit. It 
was about this time that the 
wire riding bow which curved 
behind the ears w as in­ 
troduced. 
Rim less 
or 
fram eless 
glasses were introduced about 
1900. The application of nose 
pads to the bridge started 
about 1925 and the use of white 
gold filled frames came just 
before World War II. 
New collectors should be 
wary, Dr. Bronson cautions. 
These 19th and early 20th 
century styles have been 
copied to meet a growing 
demand created by nostalgia 
buffs. The chances are good 
that if you find an antique pair 
of spectacles, the lenses will be 
of a later date than the frames. 
But the choicest find is that of 
frames with original lens.

essential for aeratin g the soil. 
As a m ulch, compost also 
reduces soil erosion by wind 
and w ater and can help sup­ 
press weed grow th. In addition 
it helps retain essential soil 
m oisture.

Begonia soil should im itate

F o r the 
hanging baskets so popular 
today you m ay prefer a soiless

peatm oss, (2) parts chopped 
spagnum m oss, and (1) part 
horticultural verm iculite. For 
each bushel of mix add a 3" pot 
of bonem eal and a handful of 
w ood-ashes In flower pots a 
com bination of (2) p arts loam , 
(2) p arts hum as and (1) part 
sand is recom m ended 


A layer of gravel (or broken 
pot) should be placed in the 
bottom of container to aid 
drainage. Follow with a layer 
of crushed egg shells for an 
added nutrient.

FORCING SHRUBS 
TO BLOOM 
You can m ake spring come a 
little earlier by forcing flowers

q u in ce, flo w erin g alm o n d , 
a z a le a , m ag n o lia an d o r ­ 
nam ental cherries and crab- 
apples These take about three 
weeks. O thers will take longer. 
Dogwoods m ay be forced in 
about six weeks. The flowers 
will be som ew hat sm aller than 
they are in nature. H ere’s what 
to do:

If you 
m aintain room tem perature of 
sixty degrees blossom s will 
open and hold for a long tim e

Begin by selecting an out-of- 
the-w ay place in your garden 
or a hidden corner of your 
lawn. If you have the space, 
two bins a re better than one — 
perm itting you to turn the 
com post by moving it from one 
bin to the other. 
You can m ake the bins by 
attaching w ire fence or boards 
to posts, or to adjoining fence 
or wall. E ach bin should be 
four to six feet high, three to 
five feet wide and any con­ 
venient length, tailored to the 
am ount of com post you need.
